Early Settler's Participation in Stirring Events of His Generation Told in Ninth

NGLAND was in the midst of a 
great civil war when Roger Wil- 


liams first visited his native land, | 


and the atmosphere was rife with 
political and ecclesiastical discussion. 
Both in Parliament and in the West- 
minster Assembly the plea of toleration 
in religion was being pressed by an 


earnest minority and Williams appeared | 


pon the scene like a veritable zeit 
geist, an embodiment of the time spirit. 

Masson, who writes largely of Wil- 
liams in his “Life of Milton,” says: “I 
regard tlie arrival of Roger Williams in 
London, about midsummer of 1643, as the 
importation into England of the very 
quintessence or last distillation of that 
notion of church independency which 
England had originated, but Holland and 
America had worked out.” 

The year and a half that he spent in 
England was busy and momentous; 
crowded, not only with efforts to obtain 
a charter for the Rhode Island planta- 
tion, which was his immediate errand, 
but with literary work. His “Key to 
the Indian Language,” the fruit of sev- 
eral years of study, had been put into 
shape on the voyage over, and was pub- 
lished soon after his arrival, proving to 
be a powerful argument for the charter; 
and four other books were written and 
published. 

He was closely associated with Henry 
Vane, with Milton and with Cromwell; 
and yet, in the midst of great political 
acenes, turned aside to a characteristic 
act of benevolence, spending many hours 
in Parliament procuring a_ supply of 
wood for the poor of London, who, in 
consequence the operations of the 
parliamentary army, Newcastle, 
were feeling a lack of coals. 


Safe Conduct to Boston 


Upon his return he was enabled to 
land in Boston by reason of a sate con 
duct from the Earl of Warwick, which 
required the Massachusetts government 
to allow him to pass throvgh to Provi 
dence, where he was joyfully welcomed. 
The charter he took with him gave to 
the five towns on Narragansett bay, 
under the title of the Providence Plan- 
tations, full power to govern themselves 
and to erect such institutions as they 
saw fit, conformally, as far as possible, 
to the laws of England. Under this 
charter a plantation government = was 
founded in 1647 with a president, legisla- 
ture and code of laws. The was 
more humane than any other in New 
England.

Difficulties Faced 


The little commonwealth thus estab- 
lished made brave progress, though its

In response to a request for his opinion on the report of the New Hampshire Public Service Commis- 
sion, which was-made public earlier in the day, President Charles S. Mellen said: 


“T have not had an opportunity to read the very voluminous report just submitted by the commission, 
and so I am not prepared to discuss the recommendations of the commission. 

“T have noticed, however, certain things in the report which are exceedingly gratifying, especially at 
this time, when there seems to be a renewal of the statements that the New Haven has not dealt fairly with the 
Boston & Maine, and a general agitation started against the New England railroad lines, which by false charges 
against the integrity of the management might become demoralizing to the railroad organization and harmful to 
the entire transportation and business interests of ‘New England. 


: 


“It should be remembered that the Public Service Commission of New Hampshire has been investi- 


Particular attention was-devoted to the division of joint rates enjoyed by the Boston & Maine 
railroad and to the gateways of exchange on joint business with other carriers, and especially with the 
New Haven company, to determine whether full advantage and fair treatment was being obtained by 
the Boston & Maine railroad in those cases where jt had the right to protect its long haul business and 
revenues. é . 

The result of these investigations, it should be conceded, indicates that the acts of the New 
Haven company, since its dominant control, offer little ground for criticism in this particular, as it 
appears that where new joint rates have been established the basis of division is substantially that of 
a strict mileage proportion, or, where changes in the routes have been inaugurated between the two 
systems, resulting in a shorter haul for the Boston '& Maine, that the old divisions have been con- 
tinued through the new gateways of interchange, and the Boston & Maine has suffered no diminution 
of revenues. , 


Special attention was given by the commission to the contracts for coal supply, and although 
it developed there was a close interlocking relation between those interested in the Virginia Iron, Coal 
& Coke Company, the Keystone Coal Company and the New York, New Haven & Hartford railroad 
or its officers, and that these two coal companies together held ¢ontracts for 1,080,000 tons of the 
1,500,000 tons needed to supply the Boston & Maine railroad’s annual requirements, it appeared from 
the best outside information obtainable from those experienced in the coal business that both the terms 
and prices were advantageous and favorable to the railroad company.

Foreign that President Taft, in his first message to 

this session of Congress, has concentrated his 

thought on the foreign policy of the United 

States. The average American is far too 

indifferent to aNd ignorant of the course of 

affairs beyond seas and across the Mexican 

and Canadian border lines. Nor is he aided much in altering this 

attitude, if he feels any inspiration to alter it, by anything that the 
average newspaper does for him. 

With the general attitude and many of the contentions of the 
presidential exposition of the “dollar diplomacy” campaign on which 
the republic of late has been venturing, all citizens are likely to agree, 
if they are wise enough to make it a duty to read the presidential 
message. Economic necessities, as well as enticing new political 
ambitions of state, have radically altered the national attitude toward 
‘oreign nations. To have maintained during this century the policy 
of isolation defined by Washington and dominant down to the late 
decades of the last century would have been impossible, even had 
there been no war with Spain. The denationalization of capital, the 
internationalization of all the higher intellectual activities of men, the 
conquests of space and time by discoverers, inventors and mechani- 
cians, all forced the United States to emerge from a passive to an 
active state as a political, industrial and wealth-getting nation. An 
inevitable alteration of organization and administration oft the 
diplomatic and consular services followed. 

Finding that part of the machinery of successful extension of 
riational trade abroad was banking, placing of loans, and simular 
relations with “high finance,” steps were taken to put the nation on 
equal terms with the great European powers in their exploitation of 
Latin-American and Asiatic markets. How successfully this racically 
altered program has been carried out, and what are the addjtional 
steps to be taken, this message of Mr. Taft makes clear. 

The fault with this policy, however, has been and still is, that 
it emphasizes too much the commercial motive for national existence, 
for trade expansion and for new markets.
